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MANITOBA ELECTIONS. 

Tue full reports concerning the Manitoba 
elections show thata very large vote inde- 
pendent of federal party lines was polled, 
that the clear majority of the Norquay gov 
ernment was very small, and that even this 
majority was due on the one hand to inde- 
fensible acts of the opposition party, and on 
the other tothe unscrupulous manipulation 
of the vote by the government, in which the 
cloven hoot of Ottawa authority showed itself 
very markedly. Ina house of 35 the govern. 
ment has only 18 straight supporters against 
14 straight opponents, with 8 independents 
—Glass, Gelley and brewry—for the latter 
though counted a8 @ supporter of Norquay 
declared up to polling day that he was in- 
dependent. This narrow and rather uncer- 
tain majority isa very fair guarantee that 
Manitoba will have as good government dur- 
ing the existence of the presentleyislature as 
the men composing the present ministry are 
capable of giving—that Mr. Norquay will be 
more interested forthe next few sessions in 
furthering the interests of the province than 
in laying it at the feetot the power at Ottawa. 
The people have taken in hand to run the 
machine and Mr. Norquay will govern him 
self accordingly. What eould have induced 
the opposition while making purity their ery 
against Norquay to adopt and run Biggs and 
Conklin it is difticult to see; but it is satisfac. 
tory to know that there were enough inde- 
pendent voters in Emerson and North Win- 
nipeg to snow both under the largest majori 
ties of the election, The frauds, too, attempt- 
ed on behalf of the opposition in Spring field 
and St. Andrew's received a fitting rebuke. 
Again, the handsome majority accorded Mr. 
Luxton in South Winnipeg is due to a vote 
given toa worthy candidate, regardless of 
party lines and the frantic efforts of Nor- 
quay’s supporters to draw these lines. If the 
course of the opposition cannot be comnend- 
ed still less can that of the government. 
From what took place at Gimli, at Fort Al. 
exander and in North Dufferin it’ is plain 
that the ministry intended from the first to 
count if they conld not vote themselves into 
power. In such hands the ballot instead of 
being a ineans of giving free expression to 
the popular will becomes a menace to popu- 
lar liberty, The desturction of the ballots at 
Ft. Alexander and Gimli was too clumsily 
done to be effective, but its very clumsiness 
was plainly born of the knowledge that the 
guilty deputy returning otticers would be held 
blameless by the authorities, In North Dutf- 
ferin of all the ballots cast the Opposition 
candidate had a majority of one, but in the 
count the returning officer rejected ten of 
his ballots as being mismarked, leaving him 
ina minority of nine. At a recount ot the 
rejected ballots four of them were accepted 
by the judge, reducing the minority to five 
but his demand for a recount of all the bal. 
lots, in which by the same rules causing his 
batlotsto be rejected a very much larger 
number of his opponents’ would have been 
was refused by the judge. If this tamper. 
ing with the ballots occurred in three eon- 
stituencies as it plainly did, was it not in all 
probability part of @ system worked in all 
doubtful constituencies, and May not more 
than two or three of the members elect owe 
their positions to w more skiliul wanipulation 
of the ballot slips or boxes. Tine means by 
which the member of the government: repre- 
senting Westbourne secured his election is 
on @ par with thatadopted by his colleague 
of North Dufferin.

Tuk verdiet of Ontario rendered last Tues- 
day is creditable to the people and must be 
Pleasing to the triends of good government 
and provincial rights throughout Canada, 
That Ontario is the best and most economi- 
cally governed province of Canada is beyond 
doubt, and not less so that in these matters 
it will compare favorably with any country in 
the world, The late election shows that the 
people recognize this fact; that they do not 
desire change for change’s sake; and that so 
long as apublic man fultils his duties proper- 
ly so long he will be sustained by the popular 
vote against ail opposition, It is quite possi- 
ble that the good government of the past fev 
years isdue to some extent tothe smallness 
of the government's majority and the vigor 
and watchfulness of the opposition; for no 
natter how good a governinent may be it can 
scarcely avoid demoralization when it has full 
control of the house. When the opposition 
is strong a common danger and common in- 
terest leads the government party to keepa 
sharp lookout on all sides and to be willing 
to sacrifice personal interest upon occasion 
for the common welfare. But when the 
check of a powerful opposition is withdrawn 
the struggle to retain power isliable to give 
place to a struggle to secure plunder. If Mr. 
Mowat continues to govern with his large 
majority as well as he did with !the smaller 
one he will establish a reputation for united 
honor and ability such as few Canadian poli- 
ticians canclaim. Asan answer to the strenu- 
ous attempts that have been made for the 
past yearto stir up religious dissensions in 
the province the result of the 18th is most 
satisfactory. The barefaced and scandalous 
attempts to arouse Ontario against Quebec to 
set Protestant against Catholic have failed as 
it was right they should fail, utterly and 
completely. While Ontario is esseutially 
British and Protestant, it is also enlightened 
and tolerant, thereby doing credit to its race 
and religion. The people live in the present 
for the tuture not forthe past. They wish 
to live and are willing to let live. While from 
one end of the province to the other they are 
us ready to sacrifice property or lite for the 
honor of their race and the freedom 
of their religion as their forefathers 
ever were, they are not ready in this enlight- 
ened age and without provucation to revert 
to measures and principles that only great 
provocation in a dark age could justify in 
their forefathers. They have given notice to 
the federal government, at whose instigation 
the agitation was commenced, that if they 
have quarrelled with their old friends and 
allies in Quebec they may make up the quar 
rel with them at their leisure, but that be.
